Little do thew consider the trials of the average 
country editor in maintaining a “ready to serve” institution 
that is seldom thanked for the public good it is constantly 
doing; that is often cussed for no just cause, but that always 
comes out on schedule and is “ready to serve” in its field, 
although the requirements of the individual asking the 
service may come ten years apart.

— Governor Len 
iSmall refused to submit to arrest, 
|July 21, on warrants issued following 
the returning of three indictments by 
(the Sangamon county grand jury 
charging him with embezzlement o 
state funds, and conspiracy. Argu- 
|Ments on the governor’s constitution- 
al rights in the matter will be heard 
tomorrow, according to announce- 
ment. 

An opinion upon which Governor 
Small based his action, with prece- 
dents set by Governors Altgeld and 
| Tanner, who refused to submit to 
;arrest following their indictment on 
'charges which died with the indict- 
|ments, Was prepared and signed by 
; Attorneys George B. Gillespie of 
Springfield, Joseph W. Fifer of 
| Bloomington, former governor of II- 
jlinois, and James M. Graham, former 
lcongressman from this district. Gra- 
‘ham appeared in court with the opin- 
ton and announced the decision of 
governor to abide by the advice of 
his attorneys, 

The attorneys take the position 
ithat Governor Small cannot be ar- 
rested while governor, and that if he 
surrenders and gives bond it will be 
2 surrender of his rights and will es- 
‘tablish a precedent. 

This leaves a tactical victory for 
the state, for the warrants still stand 
against Governor Small. It is claimed 
that should the court rule in favor 
of the position taken by counsel for 
|Governor Small, the indictments still

Although the chief activities of 
the new company, of which Mayor 
Rolph is to be the head, will be an 
entry into the retail coal business, 
the corporation will engage ino ship- 
ping, export and = import business, 
shipbuilding, lumber, tugboat busi- 
ness and steamship and manufactur- 
ers’ agencies. ° 

In his determination to enter the 
competitive retail coal business in 
San Francisco, Mayor Rolph and his 
associates will compete with the City 
Coal Company and the Central Com- 
pany, which at present control saie 
and delivery of coal to San Francisco 
householders. Heretofore the tolph 
Navigation and Coal Company has 
restricted its activities to wholesale 
coal deliveries and the bunkering of 
steamships. 

Enlargement of the scope of May- 
or Rolph’s business activities does not 
forecast his withdrawal from public 
life, it was stated yesterday by mem- 
bers of the neWly incorporated com- 
pany.

WASHINGTON NAVY YARD 

Th Washington Navy Yard was. 
established in 1799 by Congressional 
appropriation. Thirty-seven acres of 
land were purchased on the eastern 
branch of the Potomac, and improve- 
ments begun at once on this and the 
Government reservation adjoining it. 

Robert Fulton visited the yard in 
1807, and again a few years later, to 
test out ingenious inventions corre- 
sponding to the modern submarine 
and torpedo boat——but on both occa- 
sions failed to obtain financial sup- 
port. 

In 1812 
town sold to the navy yard 120 bar- 
rels of whiskey for 52 cents per gal- 
lon. The machinists and laborers of 
the yard sent men out daily to bring 
in liquor for their use, until this 
practice was stopped by the Com- 
mandant, who objected to the waste 
ot Government time. The matter was 
then compromised by an order from 
the Secretary of the Navy, and liquor 
was brought in only at bell ringing. 

During the war of 1812, as the 
British neared Washington, our sol- 


diers brrned all the buildings con-' 


taining material that could aid the 
enemy. Destruction was completed 
by the British, and the supplies ran- 
sacked by families living in the 
neighbornood.— Washington Post.

ECENTLY at a= silver wedding 
anniversary of a prominent New 
Yorker the invitations, which were 
engraved in silver, contained these 


words at one side: “The demands of 
war relief are pressing. We hope for 
your presence—not presents—at our 
silver wedding anniversary.” Among 
the guests present at this anniversary 
reception were scores of New York's 
most noted society folk, the very 
people whom we usually look to for 
leadership in such matters of social 
usage.
